Mr. Feldhaus announced that a Park Board meeting took place last Thursday. It has been decided that 
instead of having the annual Easter Egg Hunt that the Easter Bunny will be riding around the city on a 
firetruck starting at 12 noon on March 27. Music in the Park will resume on May 15 and will also take 
place on June 5, July 10, July 24, August 22 and September 18. The Days in the Park Festival is 
scheduled to take place on August 6 and 7 and will feature Paisley Cane on Friday night and The 
Cassette Junkies and fireworks on Saturday night.
